Bow the High Clam* Expert Picked 
' ' 
Out tbe Old Maateri. 


"Speaking of old pictures," said a 


New Orleans dealer, "it Is very inter- 
eating to see a really high class Euro- 
pean expert making an examination. 
The extent and diversity of the Infor- 
mation of such men are something as- 
tonishing. Some years ago I spent a 
couple of days with a gentleman who 
Is recognized as one of the foremost 
connoisseurs of Paris. We visited sev- 
eral country places which contained 
pictures said to be of great value, aud 
In all he inspected upward of two doz- 
en canvases. 


"In every instance he settled tho 


questions of date, period and painter 
beyond all reasonable doubt. The warp 
and woof of the canals, the wood 
somposiug thti backing, the nature of 
the borings) made by worms, the work- 
manship of the tacks, the character of 
tho pigment and certain minute pecul- 
iarities iu the mounting were all like 
so many pages of print to him. He 
was intimately acquainted with the 
style of hundreds of different artists, 
the models they used, the colors they 
most affected, their tricks of composi- 
tion and their peculiar methods of ex- 
pressing the effects of light aud shade. 


"To au outsider it seemed like magic. 


'A copy,' he would say, for instance, 
after a swift glance at a painting. 'It 
was made by So-and-so, a pupil, who 
had very much the stylo of his master. 
The date is about' (here he would 
name it with infallible accuracy), 'and 
if you clean that left hand corner I 
dare say you will find the signature in 
vermilion.' In several cases he was 
fully borno out by documents !n pos- 
session of the owner, and In all he was 
Sustained by circumstantial evidence. 
He told me very modestly that he bad 
devoted 40 years to the close study ol 
his profession and was jus't beginning 
to apprehend dimly how little he 
knew." — New Orleans Times-Demo- 
crat.

Most of the gigantic animals of geo- 
ogical eras belonged to species which 
iavc completely vanished, and of those 
vhlch have living represcutatives it la 
litlicult to say whether they have uu- 
lergonc a true change of size or 
vhether tho modern examples are 
merely survivals of smaller contenipo- 
•ary varieties. 
The larger animals 


iavc a tendency to disappear first in a 
partial failure of food supply. Gigantic 


rmadillos closely resembling those 


of the present day were 
formerly 


abundant iu South America. The rc- 
naius of huge sloths arc found in Cu- 
ba and North America. Sharks attaiu- 
ng a length of more than 100 feet are 
'ouud in comparatively recent fossil 
leposits. 
Anothi'r flsh which repre- 


sents a larger prehistoric species is the 
American bony pike, whsch is one of 
of the few survivals of the enormous 
ganoids of the secondary strata. The 
;iny 
nautilus of the present day had 


dndred 10 or 12 foot long in early 
times. 
Another small shellfish, the 


3teropod, whose delicately complex 
structure is packed in an inch of shell, 
s found in fossil remains to have 
reached tho respectable length of a 
couple of feet.

Taere is not contained in either of

Blaine on this occasion, he said to him 
laughingly. "1 wish I had been a mem- 
ber of tills body for about an hour 
the other day when you made that 
speech attacking the Massachusetts 
Federalists."

"Jlost of the cheap oil pointings," 


said the picture dealer, "arc done by 
Italians ou the east side in New York. 
They work in their living rooms, and 
most of the paintings have spver.il 
halt' giown children as assistant*. The 
iv'i.i-it'sale dealers have a number of 
such artists ou (heir books aud agree 
to take all they can do, the firm sup- 
plying tbe canvas, but not the paints. 
Of course thu pictures are done rapid- 
ly."Aa expert will range six or eight 
canvases on a shelf that is used in- 
E'o;id of aj easel and generally has a 
colored print lacked up above as copy. 
1'heu bo proceeds to rapidly block ia 
Die subject. 
A favorite; scene is a 


mountain lake with a ruined temple ia

of pigment. 


"We sell such a picture as he would 


turn out at about $2. including frame, 
the net cost of the canvas to the deal- 
er being in tbe neighborhood of 00 
cents. 
Tbe workman gets 40 cents 


apiece for bis paintings, and most of 
them average SL'.fjO a day year in and 
year out. 1 know one man who makes 
just double that amount, but he has 
two clover children. As you may see, 
some of the pictures are by no means 
devoid of merit in spite of their slap 
dash handling. 
In fact, a good many 


of the -10 c'ont artists occupy their 
leisure in doing artistic things which 
they may or may not be able to sell. 
Tbe others bring In a steady income 
and Jteep the pot J3oUing.'*
